Wilson arranged a conference late to- 
day 'with Viscount Chinda, the am- 
bassador from Japan, to discuss the 
ToMo government's latest note' of pro- 
test against the California land law 
It is the first time that the ambassa- 
dor has availed simseif of his privi- 
lege of addressing himself directly to 
the president as.vpersonal representa- 
tive of his sovereign. 
It also was arranged that Secretary 
Bryan should confer with President 
Wilso» before the ambassador is re- 
ceived, ' but- it was not contemplated 
- that' he would be present later. Mr 
Bp-ari win give to the president his 
views, of _ Japan's rejoinder to the last 
' note of -the United States reiterating 
that .the California law is a discrim- 
ination and - in contravention of the 
treaty of 1911. notwithstanding the 
disclaimer of the state department.
